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Curious  Obfarvations  made  in  a  Voyage  to  the  Weft-Indies. 

1TOOK  notice  at  Deal,  where  I  fet  fail  for  Jamaica,  of 
the  great  difference  in  the  railing  of  iron,  in  luch  hoofes 
a?  front  the  fea,  in  coinparifon  of  that  efFe<5l  in  the  ilrect  im¬ 
mediately  placed  behind  that  other,  in  which  I  made  the  ob- 
fervation.  They  told  me,  that  it  railed  more  at  high  floods 
than  at  neap  tides,  the  height  of  the  beach  hindering  the  la- 
line  exhalations.  This  remark  put  me  in  mind  of  the  vani¬ 
ty  of  the  argument  of  M.  Ligon^s  and  others,  viz*  that  the 
air  of  the  Weil-Indies  was  hot  and  moill,'  becaufe  of  the  rail¬ 
ing  of  iron  ;  whereas,  it  indeed  ariles  from  Ibme  other  prin¬ 
ciple  in  the  air  :  for,  at  the  point  of  Cagua,  where  it  fcarce 
raineth  forty  fliowers  in  a  year,  ir©n  rails  as  much,  or  more, 
than  any  where  ;  yet  are  there  other  parts  in  the  ilia nd,  in 
which,  of  nine  months,  not  one  palfes  without  great  rain. 
Ikfides,  in  Jamaica,  it  rafts  leaft  in  rainy  weather.  The 
11  cams  of  the  fea  were  found  of  fuch  nature,  that  our  fweet- 
meats  rotted  ;  fugar  of  rofes,  and  other  lozenges,  grew  moift  ; 
aiul  thofe  pyes  and  gammons  of  bacon,  which  had  kept  well 
before,  after  they  had  been  once  expoled  to  the  open  air,  de- 
t  ayed  more  in  a  day  or  two,  than  in  fix , weeks  before. 

On  the  point  Cagua,  the  iron  guns  of  the  fort  were  lb  cor¬ 
roded,  that  fome  were  near  become  ufelefs,  being  perforated 
almoll  like  honey-combs  ;  but  the  guns  which  lay  on  the 
lalt-water,  were  not  much  endamaged  by  roll,  as  we  found 
upon  taking  up  of  Ibme. 

xMany  things  receive  damage  by  the  air  ;  not  only  iron 
mils,  but  linen  rots  ;  and  lilks  once  expoled  to  the  air,  do 
rot,  without  lofing  their  colour.  If  a  lancet  be  once  expoled 
to  the  air,  it  will  ruft,  though  you  prelently  put  it  up  again  ; 
but  if  it  never  expofed  to  the  air,  it  wiU  hardly  ruft. 
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At  Deal,  a  ccriahi  ale-feller  will  warrant,  that  the  ale*  as 
he  orders  it,^niall  be  carried  good  to  the  Weft  or  Eaft-IndW 
Ills  way  to  prepare  it  is  this,  (as  he  told  me  him(elf)  ;  he 
ivvice  malhes  it  with  frefh  malt,  and  twice  boils  it  well ;  yet 
all  ibis  kept  it  not  from  fouring,  as  I  obferved  during  my  ftay 
there.  We  bought  of  it  to  carry  to  Jamaica,  and  then  he  di¬ 
rected  Its  thus:  to  every  runlet  of  live  gallons,  after  it  is  fla. 
te*d  in  the  (hip,  not  to  be  ftirred  any  more,  put  in  v^o  new-laid 
eggs  whole,  and  let  them  lie  in  it  ;  he  faid,  that  in  a  fort- 
nighi,  or  little  more,  the  whole  eggs-fliells  would  be  diftblved, 
ami  the  eggs  become  like  windieggs}  inclofcd  ohly  Iti  a  thin 
fkin  ;  after  this  the  whole  white  w'ould  be  preyed  on,  but  the 
yolk  would  not  be  touched  or  corrupted.  By  this  means  wt 
did  preferve  the  ale  to  Jamaica,  and  it  was  much  better  than 
at  Deal. 

Concerning  the  Thames  water  ;  it  is  not  only  obfervable, 
that  in  eight  months  lime  it  acquires  a  fpirituous  quality,  [a 
as  to  hum  like  fpirit  of  w  ine,  (and  fonie  Jblaft  India  flnps,  I  am 
informed,  have  run  the  hazard  of  firing,  by  holding  a  candle 
near  tl.c  bung-hole,  at  the  firft  opening  of  the  cafk),  but  alfo 
that  the  (linking  of  it  is  no  corruption,  nor  perhaps  unwhtde* 
ionic  ;  for  w  e  drank  it  all  the  w’ay,  fo  as  to  hold  our  nofes, 
yet  had  no  ficknels  ;  hut  we  had  a  proportion  of  brandy  each 
week,  w  hich,  perhaps,  might  correCi  it.  If  you  take  off  the 
bung  fiom  any  cafk  that  llinks,  and  let  the  air  come  to  it,  it 
will,  in  twenty-four  hours,  become  fwcet  again  ;  and  if  yem 
take  a  hrooinllick,  and  llir  it  about  well,  it  wdll  become  fweM 
in  four  or  live  hours,  calling  a  black  Icc  to  the  bottom,  which 
leinixes  with  it,  and  fo  occafions  a  third  or  fourth  fermenta¬ 
tion  and  llench  ;  al  ter  w  hich  it  (links  no  more.  But  thOtlgh 
Thames-watcr  upon  llench  do  not  putrify,  yet  other  waters 
(i.s  far  as  liarh  been  hitherto  obferved)  do  become  irrCCOtcr* 
able  ii]n)n  lllnking,  and  dangeious  to  dritik.  ’  ^ 

1  obferved  at  lea,  after  we  w'cre  out  of  the  Narrow,  the  (ea 
grew  daikilh,  and  alter  perfcc^t  azure  ;  yet  was  it  much  wore 
fait  the  farther  we  went,  as  I  tried  by  a  w^ater-poifc,  which 
rofc  About  half  an  inch  above  the  (l*a- water  in  the  Downs, 
and  at  twenty  lour  degrees  more,  two  inches  ;  but  after  that 
I  never  obferved  any  dilfereiue  to  Jamaica,  the  fet  bciRg 
probably  lo  iinjircgiiaied  with  fait,  as  not  to  imbibe  more# 

As  lb  the  colour  of  the  fea,  1  conceive  there  is  a  gr^ 

lietv  in  it  and  its  ftcains,  as  in  oroiinds  at  land  t  which  in*y

•  ux.iiiim  the  fickiiefs  in  lome  places  more  than  iu  others;  for 

ib.e  Tea  linclls  dilfercnily  in  the  Narrow  and  IS^aifi  ;  and  as 

to  eoloui ,  it  is  of  a  I'ea -green,  and  more  (ickly  in  the  Downs 

than  ai  Toibay  ;  and  on  PJyinuiiih  coaft,  more  than  pad  *hc 

Land^s-^hd ;

Land^s-end  ;  in  the  bay  of  Bifcay,  rhan  in  the  Long-reach. 
Something,  perhaps,  may  be  imputed  to  the  difference  of  the 
waves,  which  are  fliort,  and  make  a  copliiig-fea  in  the  bay  of 
Ijillay,  (yet  we  came  not  \vithin  eighty  leagues  of  cape  Fi- 
nl(icrre).  In  the  Long-reach,  it  is  a  long  rolling  wave,  but 
I'.cvcr  breaks.  About  Florida,  Virginia,  and  New-England,  it 
is  a  great  rolling  wave,  but  breaks.  And  as  the  fea  coloureth 
iVoiii,  green  to  darkifli,  and  fo  to  blue  ;  fo  in  our  return,  it  co¬ 
loured  from  blue  to  dark,  and  fi)  to  green.  M^hen  we  were 
in  the  latitude  to  Barbadoes,  and  had  failed  fb  for  f<)n)e  days, 
and  apprehended  ourfelves  to  be  wdthin  feventy  or  eighty 
leagues,  [  obferved  the  fea  was  black  and  thick,  not  tranipa- 
reniiy  blue,  as  before,  and  the  foam  ag.iind  the  ihip-fides  was 
turbid,  and  of  another  confifleuce  than  before  :  but  when  the 
fun  was  high,  it  turned  green;  whereupon  I  afked  the  uiader, 
who  told  me  we  were  within  fixty  leagues  of  Barbadoes,  and 
that  the  fea  was  there  foundable,  whereas,  before  it  was  not 
fo.  But  at  Barbadoes,  in  the  anchoring-place,  it  was  blue  ; 
as  we  rowed' afhore,  in  the  fliallow  it  was  whitifli ;  and  fb  at 
Jamaica,  near  the  fhofe,  it  is  tranfparently  white,  but  within 
three  yards  more,  tranfparently  blue. 

As  to  the  burning  of  the  fea,  I  could  never  perceive  fb 
great  a  light,  as  to  perceive  fiflies  in  the  fea  off  the  flern;  yet 
was  ilie  light  great,  and  at  fome  times  more  than  other.  1 
fuppofe  feveral  fubjetd  earths,  currents,  and  winds,  do  vary  it. 

1  obferved  it  burned  more  at  Deal,  the  night  before  we  let 
fail,  than  ever  in  the  voyage.  All  the  w^ater  ran  off  our  oars, 
almofl  like  liquid  fire  ;  the  wind  was  then  S.  E.  and  the  fea- 
men  told  me,  that  at  eafl  and  fouth  winds  it  burnt  mod. 

I  fliall  not  trouble  you  with  an  account,  how  two  contrary 
winds  poife  each  other,  and  make  a  calm,  in  the  midd,  fhipi 
at  a  didance  failing  with  contrary  gales  at  the  fame  time.

^^Hf.re  are  feveral  other  letters  from  Bolingbroke  to  Prior, 
■X.  which,  were  it  necedary,  we  might  infert,  as  evidences 
of  his  edeem  for  him  ;  but  Mr  Prior  was,  in  every  refpetd,  fb 
great  a  man,  that  the  edeem  even  of  lord  Bolingbroke,  cannot 
add  much  to  the  ludre  of  his  reputation,  both  as  a  datefroan 
and  a  poet.  Mr  Prior  is  reprefented  by  thofe  who  knew,  and 
have  wrote  concerning  him,  as  a  gentleman,  who  united  the 
elegance  and  politenefs  of  a  court,  with  the  fcholar,  and  the 
mau  of  genius.  This  reprefentation,  in  general,  may  be  jud  ; 

yetj 
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yet  it  holds  almofl  inevitably  true,  that  they  who  have  rifen 
from  low  life,  ftill  retain  fome  traces  of  their  original.  .No 
cultivation,  no  genius,  it  Teems,  is  able  entirely  to  furmount 
this  :  there  was  one  particular  in  which  Mr- Prior  verified 
the  old  proverb. 

The  Time  woman  who  could  charm  the  waiter  in  a  tivenii 
fiill  maintained  her  dominion  over  the  ambaifador  ae France. 
The  Cl'iloe  of  Prior,  it  feeins,  was  a  woman  in  this  fiatidn  of 
life  ;  but  he  never  forfook  her  in  the  height  ot  his  reputation. 
Hence  we  may  obferve,  that  ailbciations  with  women  are  the 
moR  Inlling  ol’all  ;  and  that,  when  an  eminent  Ration  raifes 
a  man  above  many  other  a6ts  of  condefeenfion,  a  midrefs  will 
maintain  her  influence,  chaim  away  the  pride  of  greatnefs, 
and  make  the  hero  who  fights,  and  the  patriot  who  fpeaks, 
for  the  liberty  of  his  country,  a  Have  to  her.  One  would 
imagine,  however,  that  this  woman,  who  was  a  butchePs 
wife,  mull  either  have  been  very  handfbme,  or  have  had 
fomething  about  her  fuperior  to  people  of  her  rank*;  but,  it 
Teems,  the  cafe  was  oiherwife  ;  and  no  better  reafon  call  be 
given  for  Mr  Prior's  attachment  to  her,  than  that  (lie  was  his 
talle.  Her  hulband  fuffered  their  intrigue  to  go  on  unmoleR- 
ed  ;  for  he  was  proud  even  of  Inch  a  coimetilion  as  this,  with 
To  great  a  man  as  Prior  ;  a  fingular  inllance  of  good  nature. 

In  the  year  1715,  Mr  Prior  was  recalled  from  France,  and, 
upon  his  arrival,  was  taken  up  by  a  warrant  from  the  houfe 
of  comic ons  ;  fiiortly  after  which,  he  iinderw’ent  a  ftrkR  ejta« 
mination  by  a  committee  of  the  privy-council.  His  political 
friend,  lord  Bolingbroke,  Torefeeing  a  ftorm,  took  flielter  m 
France,  and  Tecured  Harry,  but  left  poor  Matt,  in  the  lurdn 

On  the  loth  of  June,  Robert  Walpole,  Efq;  moved  the 
lioufe  againft  him  ;  and,  on  the  17th,  Mr  Prior  was  ordered 
into  clofe  cullody,  and  no  perfon  was  admitted  to  fee  him*, 
without  leave  from  the  fpeaker.  For  the  particulars  of  this 
])roccdure  of  the  parliament,  both  againfl  Mr.  Prior,  and  many 
others  concerned  in  the  public  cranfat^lioos  of  - the  preceding 
reign,  we  refer  to  the  hiflorit  sof  that  time.  In  the  year  17*7» 
an  act  of  grace  was  pafied  in  favour  of  thofe  who  had  oppofed 
the  Hanoverian  fuccefiion,  as  well  as  thofe  who  had  been  in 
«)pcn  rebellion;  but  Mr.  Prior  was  excepted  out  of  it.  At 
the  clofe  of  this  year,  however,  he  was  difeharged  from  hlf 
c  onfinement,  and  retired  to  fpend  the  refid ue  of  his  days  at 
llowr.hall  in  KfTcx. 

The  fevere  ufage  which  Mr.  Prior  met  wnth,  perhaps,  - 
was  the  occafion  of  the  following  heautilul  linesaddreffiKi  to  bis 
Fhloe."

Mr  Prior,  after  the  fatigue  of  a  length  of  years  polled  in 
various  fervices  of  a^flion,  was  defirous  of  fpending  the  re¬ 
mainder  of  his  days  in  rural  tranquillity,  which  the  greated 
men  of  all  ages  have  been  fond  of  enjoying  :  he  was  fb  hap- 
p}  as  to  fiicceed  in  his  wifii,  by  living  a  very  retired  and ‘con¬ 
templative  life,  at  Downhall  in  ElTex  ?  and  found,  as  he  ex* 
prelled  himfelf,  a  more  folid  and  innocent  fatisfadlion  among 
ponds  and  meadows,  than  he  had  enjoyed  in  the  hurry  and 
iiimults  of  the  world,  the  courts  of  princes,  or  the  conducing 
torcign  negotiations 

'This  great-man  died  on  the  j8th  of  September  1721,  at 
S  imple  in  Cambridgeihire,  the  feat  of  the  Earl  of  Oxford, 
"ith  whofe  friendfhip  hb  had  been  honoured  for  (bme  years. 
1'lic  death  of  fo  diilinguifhed  a  perlbh  was  jullly  efleemed* 
an  irreparable  lofs  to  the  polite  world  ;  and  his  memory  will 
I'e  ever  dear  to  thole  who  have  any  relifh  for  the  mules  io 
their  fofter  charms.  Some  of  the  latter  part  of  his  life  was 
employed  in  colletfling  materials  for  an  hiftory  of  the  tranf- 
^eiions  of  his  own  time,  but  his  death  unfortunately  dcpriv- 
ed  the  world  of  what  the  touches  of  fo  mallerly  a  hand^ 
"ould  have  made  exceeding  valuable. 

Mr  Prior,  by  the  fuffrage  of  all  men  of  talle,  holds  the  lirft 
r^nk  in  poetry,  for  the  delicacy  of  his  numbers,  the  wittinefs 

bis  turns,  the  acutenefs  of  his  remarks,  and,  in  one  perfor¬ 
mance. 
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iiiancc,  for  the  amazing  forc6  of  his  fcntiinents.  The  ftile 
of  our  author  is  likesvife  fo  pure,  that  our  language  knows  no 
higher  authority,  and  there  is  an  air  of  originality  in  his  muiut* 
ed  performances.

Nina,  amazed  at  not  having  feen  him  for  a  whole  day,  was 
lo  uiicaly  that  Hie  fent  early  the  next  morning  to  defire  to  fee 
him  as  loon  as  polKble,  He  was  dill  fo  enchanted  with  the 
plcafure  which  he  received  from  his  reconciliation  with  his 
wife,  that  he  almoft  wanted  this  meffage  lo  remind  him  that 
filth  a  perfon  exided  ;  however  as  he  was  determined  to  break 
olF  this  coimeiTtion,  he  fent  word,  that  he  would  come,  and  as 
I’ooii  as  he  was  dreffed,  went  according  to  his  apj>oiiitment. 

After  having  received  her  ufual  caredes,  he  obferved,  that 
die  had  on  her  arm  his  wife^s  golden  chain  ;  furprized  at  it; 
he  alked  her  how  flie  came  by  it.  I  had  ii  from  a  magician, 
replied  flie,  who  with  all  her  knowledge  has  not  been  able  to 
ciiftover  the  fecret  to  make  hcrfclf  beloved  ;  and  I  have  reafon 
to  think  that  this  ornament  brings  that  misfortune  oh  all  .who 
wear  it.  I  did  not  fee  you  at  all  yederday,  and  to-day  you  re¬ 
ceive  the  marks  of  my  love  with*  utiufual  coldnefs.  The  ne- 
bleman  delired  die  w’ould  not  trifle,  but  tell  hira^  really  by 
what  means  die  became  poilelled  of  the  chain.  She  anfwered, 
that  a  lady  who  was  a  draiigcr  gave  it  her  in  return  for  fome 
indruclions  that  die  had  given  her,  not  chuling  to  tell  him  the 
whole  truth,  for  fear  he  (lioiikl  be  difpleafed  with  her  forhiv# 
ing  fuflfered  a  dranger  to  be  w  iinefs  i»f  his  a(!:tions  when  in  her 
company.  I  never  can  be  perfiiaded,  added  die,  but  it  poflel- 
fes  the  fatal  power  that  I  attribute  to  it ;  and  am  determined 
to  get  rid  of  it. 

'I'he  nobleman  feigning  to  believe  her,  defired  die  would 
give  him  the  preference  of  pnrchafing  it.  It  is  at  your  fcrvice, 
icplled  Nina.  He  accepted  it,  and  having  but  little  money 
aooiit  him,  gave  her  a  draught  on  his  banker  for  the  value  of 
ii,  tliinking  to  learn  from  his  wife’s  linccrity  the  truth  of  the 
m  iller.  A  pretence  of  being  intfifpofed  firrved  to  evade,  fuch 
a. I  interview  as  his  w'ife  had  been  witnels  of  two.  days  bclere. 
He  daiJ  only  an  hour  with  Nina,  and  then  quitted  her  w^ilh  t 
refoliuion  to  fee  her  very  fcldom  for  the  future. 

Ho  rciurned  home  diretflly,  where  he  continued  to  find  his 
dear  Nina  in  his  wife,  who  acknowledged  by  what:  meant  the 
I  iiaiii  of  gold,  which  he  mentioned  to  her,  came  into  the  bands 
nf  Nina  ;  a  ilep  that  gave  him  infinite  pleafurc,  as  it  was 


iiron^  a  proof  of  her  love,  and  of  the  uneaiitieff  that  flie  had  * 
felt  for  the  lofc  of  his  affeclion.  Front  this  very  day^  he', 
according  lo  his  proinife,  feldoin  vifited  Nina.  Whenever  he 
did  vifit  her,  he  never  failed  feeing  in  her  hU  wife;  I  mean 
of  meeting  wdth  fuch  treatment  as  he  ufcd  to  do  from  his 
wife,  before  their  reconciliation. 

Our  married  pair  continued  to  live  happily  together  the  reft 
of  their  lives,  and  heaven  bleffed  their  union  with  two  more 
iliildren,  which,  as  well  as  their  two  former  children,  gave 
early  hopes  of  their  inheriting  one  day  the  virtues  of  their 
parents.  - 

Jii  act  omit  of fome  experimsnts^  by  Mr  IVIiller  of  Cambridge, 
bii  ihe  /owing  of  IV neat :  By  W.  Watlon,  M.  D»  F,  R,  S, 

Having  been  informed,  that  in  the  botanic  garden  at 
Cambridge  there  bad  been  produced,  by  /the  ingenuity 
and  care  of  Mr  Charles  Miller,  the  gardener  there,  from  one 
grain  of  wheal  only,  in  little  more  than  a  year,  a  much  more 
t oiiliilerable  quantity  of  grain  than  -was  ever  attempted,  or 
even  c«)nje(flured  to  be  podiblc;  I  have  defired  him  to  lend 
me  a  particular  account  thereof,  in  order  to  its  being  commtini- 
(ated  to  you,  and,  if  the  council  flionld  think  proper,  of  its 
i)elng  recorded  in  the  Philofophical  Tranfadlions,  as  I  think 
It  highly  deferves.  In  my  opinion,  a  faifl  fb  extraordinary’ 
ii) oiild  not  be  forgotten,  as  it  may  polfibly  be  applied  In  no  in- 
tonficlerable  degree  to  public  utility;  if  it  Hiould  not,  the  ex- 
])rriment  itfelf,  fo  fuccefsfully"  conducted/  is  a  defirablc  thftig 
to  be  known. 

Mr  Charles  Miller  is  a  very  ingenious  perfon,  and  an'  excel* 
lent  natnralift.  He  is  the  £bn  of  our  worthy  brother  Mr  Phi¬ 
lip  Miller,  from  whofe  knowledge  of,  and  publications  in  bo¬ 
tany,  agriculture,  and  gardening,  the  public  has  received  very 
great  information  and  advantage.  In  coniequence  of  my  de-, 
fire,  Mr  Charles  Miller  has  informed  me,  that  having  made, 
in  the  autumn  of  1765,  and  in  the  fpring  of  1766,  an  experi¬ 
ment  of  the  divifion  and  tranfplantation  of  wheat,  by'  which 
near  two  thoufand  cars  were  produced  from  a  fingle  grain  5 
and  he  having  reaCbn  to  think,  from  the  fuccefs  attending  this 
experiment,  that  a  much  greater  quantity  might  be  produced;* 
he  determined  to  repeat  the  experiment  next  year. 

Accordingly,  on  the  2d  of  Jane  1767,  he  lowed  Ibine  grains 
of  the  common  red  wheat;  and  on  tlie  8th  of  Augud,  which 
was  as  loon  as  the  plants  were  ftrong  enough  to  admit  of  a 
divifion,  a  (ingle  plant  was  taken  up,  and  was  feparated  into 
eighteen  parts.  Each  of  thefe  parts  was  planted  again  fc- 
VoL.  V.  P  p  parately^ 
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pjrately;  Thefe  plants  having  pufhed  out  fcvcral  fide  (hoots 
by  about  th(f  middle  of  September,  fome  of  them  were  th^n 
taken  up,  and  divided;  and  the  reft;  of  them  between  that 
time  and  the  middle  of  Odtober,  This  fecond  divifion  pro¬ 
duced  fixty-feven  plants, 

Thefe  plants  remained  through  the  winter;  and  another 
divifion  of  them  made  between  the  middle  of  March  and  the 
lath  of  April,  produced  five  hundred  plants.  They  W'ere 
then  divided  no  further,  but  permitted  to  remain.  - 

,The  plants  were  in  general  ftronger  than  any  of  the  wheat 
in  the  lields.  Some  of  them  produced  upwards  of  an  hund¬ 
red  ears  from  a  fingle  root.  Many  of  the  ears  meafured  fevcn 
inches  in  length,  and  contained  between  fixty  and  fcventy 
grains. 

The  w  hole  number  of  ears,  which  by  the  procefs  before 
mentioned  were  produced  from  one  grain  of  wheat,  was 
twenty-one  thoufand  one  hundred  and  nine,  which  yielded 
three  pecks  and  three  quarters  of  clear  corn;  the  weight  of 
which  was  forty-feven  pounds,  fevcn  ounces;  and,  from  a  cal¬ 
culation  made  by  counting  the  nninber  of  grains  in  one  ounce, 
the  whole  number  of  grains  might  be  about  five  hundred  and 
feventy-fix  thoufand  eight  hundred  and  forty. 

By  this  account  we  find,  that  there  was  only  one  general 
divifion  of  the  plants  made  in  the  fpring.  Had  a  fecond  been 
made,  the  number  of  plants,  Mr  Miller  thinks,  would  have 
amounted,  at  lead,  to  tw'o  thoufand  infiead  of  five  hundred; 
and  the  produce  have  been  much  enlarged.  For  he  found  by 
the  experiment  made  the  precceding  year,  in  which  the  plants 
were  divided  tw'ice  in  the  fpiing,  that  they  were  not  weaken¬ 
ed  by  the  fecond  divifion.  He  ineniions  this  to  (hew  that  the 
experiment  w’as  not  pufhed  to  the  utinofl. 

The  ground,  in  which  this  experiment  was  made,  is  a  light 
blackifh  foil  upon  a  gravelly  bottom,  and  confequently  a  bad 
foil  for  wdieat.  One  half  of  the  ground  was  very  much 
dunged,  the  other  half  w'as  not  prepared  with  dung,  or  any 
other  manure ;  no  difference  was  however  dilcoverablc  in  the 
vigour  or  growth  of  the  plants,  nor  was  there  any  in  their 
produce. 

iMr  Miller  adds,  that  he  omits  making  any  conjec¬ 
tures  of  the  probability  of  turning  this  experiment*  to  public 
utility  in  agriculture :  as  that,  be  hopes,  may  be  better  alcer- 
lained  by  a  more  extenfive  one,  which  he  hopes  to  make  next 
year.  A  gentleman,  w'ho  .affilled  him  in  making  the  expen- 
luent  lail  year,  has  fown  half  an  acre  of  land  with*  wheat,  from 
^vhich  they  expect  to  have  fiifficient  to  plant  four  acres  next 

fprii%. 
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fpring.  The  fuccefs  of  this  experiment  they.propofe  to  tranf* 
mit  to  me,  when  it  is  compleated;  and  of  this,  in  due  time,  ! 
jliall  not  fail  to  inform  you.

C CROMWELL  was  not  one  of  thofe  men  who  have  appear- 
J  ed  unworthy  of  empire,  as  foon  as  he  had  arrived  4it  it. 
He  had  a  genius  adapted  to  all.  places,  all  feafons,  all  biifinels,  ' 
all  parties,  all  governments.  He  was  always  what  he  ought 
to  be  :  at  the  head  of  the  army,  the  braveft  ;  in  council,  the 
Nvifelt  ;  in  bulinefs,  the  moft  diligent ;  in  debates,  the  moR 
eloquent  ;  in  enterprifes,  the  molt  a<5live  ;  in  devotion,  the 
moll  fanatic  ;  in  misfortune,  the  moft  firm  ;  in  an  aftembly  of 
divines,  the  moft  learned  ;  in  a  confpiracy,  the  moft  fatftious. 
He  never  made  any  miftake,  never  let  Hip  an  opportunity,  ne¬ 
ver  left  an  advantage  incomplete,  never  contented  himfelf 
with  being  great,  when  he  had  it  in  his  power  to  be  very 
great.  Chance  and  natural  temper,  which  determine  the 
coiulucl;  of  other  men,  did  not  inftuence  the  moft  incondde- 
table  of  his  atftions. 

Born  with  an  abfolute  indifference  to  all  that  is  praife-wor- 
thy  or  blanieablc,  honeft  or  diflioneft,  he  never  confidered  vir¬ 
tue  as  virtue,  crimes  as  crimes  ;  he  regarded  only  the  relation 
which  the  one  or  the  other  might  have  to  his  elevation.  This  . 
was  his  idol ;  be  facrideed  to  it  his  king,  his  country,  bis  reli¬ 
gion  ;  which  he  would  have  defended  with  the  fame  zeal, 
had  he  had  the  fame  intereft  in  proce<fting,  as  in  deftroying 
them.  The  (yftein  of  his  ambition  w'as  condutfted  with  an 
art,  an  order,  a  boldnefs,  a  fubtlety,  and  a  drmnefs,  of  which, 

1  believe,  hiftory  can  fliew  no  example. '  .  •  * 

All  fec^fs,  all  ranks,  all  nations  ;  peace,  war,  negotiations^ 
revolutions,  miracles,  prophecies  ;  all  advanced  the  fortune  of 
this  hypocritical  ufurper.  He  was  a  man  bom  to  decide  the 
fate  of  nations,  empires,  and  ages.  The  fplendor  of  his  ta¬ 
lents  hath  almoft  made  the  horror  of  his  outrages  to  be  forgot^ 
pofterity  at  leaft  will  queftlon  whether  Oliver  Cromwell  de^ 
ferved  execration  or  admiration.

A  comparifon  between  Montrofe  and  Cromwell. '  .*  *  >

Thefe  celebrated  men  fixed  the  eyes  of  all  Europe  upon 
them.  Montrofe  had  an  integrity  of  heart,  which  alway  fixed 
him  in  the  intereft  of  Ills  king  and  country  ;  Cromwell  a 
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pcriority  of  genius,  which  gave  an  air  of  equity  to  the  mod 
criniinal  actions.  Vanity  properly  made  the  charaider  of  the 
lirlt,  ambition  was  the  only  ruling  padion  of  the  fecond. 

With  the  fird,  one  had  great  hopes  of  conquering ;  with 
the  fecond,  one  was. fare  not  to  be  beat  :  if  the  crown  could 
have  been  kept  on  Charles’s  head,  it  was  by  Alontrofe  ;  if  it 
mull  lall  from  ir,  it  mull  be  by  Cromwell.  The  republican 
was  as- much  fuperior  to  the  royalid  in  depth  of  judgment,  as 
he  w^as  inferior  to  him  in  goodnels  of  heart.  In  a  word,  Croin* 
well  was  an  illudrious  villain,  who  cannot  be  praifed  without 
horror,  nor  defpifed  without  injuilice  ;  whom  \ve  are  at  once 
forced  to  admire  and  deted. 


I  AM  charmed,  Sir,  w'ith  your  rhliglng  Inter;  and  you  may 
perceive,  by  the  largenels  of  my  paper,  that  1  intend  to 
give  pundual  anrwers  to  all  your  qiiedion.s,  at  lead,  if  my 
French  will  permit  me  ;  for  as  it  is  a  langu.ige  1  do  not  under* 
dand  to-perleetion,  fo  1  much  fear  that,  for  want  of  expref* 
rion.s,  i  Hull  be  quickly  obliged  to  finini.  *  Keep  in  mind, 
therefore,  that  1  am  writing  in  a  i'oreigii  language  ;  and  be 
lure  to  attribute  all  the  impertinencies  and  triflings  droppiitg 
from  iny  pen,  id  the  want  of  proper  words  for  declaring  my 
thoughts,  but  by  no  means  to  dulnefs,  or  natural  levity.  * 
'^rhele  conditions  beir.g  thus  agreed  and  fettled,  1  begin  with 
telling  you,  that  you  have  a  true  notion  of  the  Alcoran,  con¬ 
cerning  which  the  Greek  priefls  (w^ho  are  the  greateft  ftoun- 
drcls  in  the  univerle)  have  invented  ^out  <^f  their  own  beadia 
thoufand  ridiculous  (lories,  in  order  to  decry  the  law  of  Maho¬ 
met,  to  run  it  down,  i  fiy,  without  any  eKamtnation,  or  fc 
much  a.s  letting  the  people  read  it  t  being  afraid,  tbatifoocc 
they  begun  to  lift  the  delcw^s  of  the  Alcoran*,  they  might  not 
dop  there,  but  proceed  to  make  ufe  of  their  judgment  about 
their  own  legends  and  fictions.  In  effect,  there  is  nothing  ^ 
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to  ufe  them  fo  barbaroufly.  On  the  contrary,  he  promifes  a 
very  fine  paradife  to  the  Turkifh  women.  He  fays,  indeed, 
that  this  paradife  will  be  a  (eparate  place  from  that  of  thetr 
Inifbands  ;  but  I  fancy  the  mod  part  of  them  won^t  like  it  the 
woi Te  for  that ;  and  that  the  regret  of  this  reparation  frill  not 
render  their  paradife  the  lefs  agreeable.  It  remains  tO  tell 
you,  that  ihe  virtues  which  Mahoniet  requires  of  the  Women, 
to  inci  it  the  enjoyment  of  future  happinefs,  are,  not  to  live  to 
ficli  a  manner  as  to  become  ufclefs  to  the  world  ;  but  to  em-* 
j)loy  theiiifelves,  as  much  as  poflTible,  in  making  little'  MtilTul- 
inaii*:.  The  virgins  who  die  virgins,  and  the  widows  who 
iiiarry  not  again,  dying  in  mortal  lin,  are  excluded  out  of  pa» 
rad  he  :  For  women,  fays  he,  not  being  capable  to  manage  ai^ 
fairs  of  Itaie,  nor  to  fupport  the  fatigues  of  war,  God  has  not 
ordered  them  to  govern  or  reform  the  world,  but  he  has  cO- 
trulled  them  with  an  office  which  is  not  lefs  honourable,  even 
i!iat  of  multiplying  the  human  race  ;  And  fuch  as,  out  of  ma* 
Hce  or  lazinefs,  do  not  make  it  their  buffnefs  to  bear  or  to 
forced  children,  fullil  not  the  duty  of  their  vocation',  and  rebel 
againff  the  commands  of  God.  Here  are  maxims  for  you,  pro- 
digioully  contrary  to  thole  of  your  convents.  ^Vhat  will  be- 
coiiie  of  your  St  Catharines,  your  St  Therefas,  your  St  Claras, 
:iiul  the  whole  bead-roll  of  your  holy  virgins  and  widows? 
who,  if  they  are  to  be  judged  by  this  lyftem  of  virtue,  will  be 
Ihund  to  have  been  infaiuoiis  creatures,  that  palled  their  whole 
lives  in  a  nioff:  abominable  libertinifm. 

I  know  not  what  your  thoughts  may  be  concerning  a  doe- 
trinc  fo  extraordinary  with  refpctfl  to  us  ;  but  1  can  truly  In- 
form  you,  Sir,  that  the  Turks  are  not  fo  ignorant  as  we  fancy 
them  to  be,  in  matters  of  politics,  or  philofbphy,  or  even  6f 
g.^llantry.  It  is  true,  that  military  difeipline,  fiich  as  is  now  ^ 
prac^ifed  in  Chriffindom,  does  not  mightily  fuit  them.  A  long 
])eace  has  plunged  them  into  an  univerfal  lloth.  Content  with 
their  condition,  and  accuftouied  to  boiindlels  luxury,  they  arc 
hecoine  great  enemies  to  all  manner  of  fatigues.  But,  tb 
make  amends,  the  fciences  ffouriffi  among  them.  TheElFca- 
dis  (that  is  to  fay,  the  learned)  do  very  well  deferve  this  name: 
They  have  no  more  faith  in  the  infpiration  of  Mahomet,  than 
in  the  infallability  of  the  Pope.  They  make  a  frank  profeU 
fion  of  Deifin  among  themfclves,  or  to  thole  they  can  trail  ; 
and  never  fpeak  of  their  law,  but  as  of  a  politic  inftitutioH, 
lit  not  to  be  obferved  by  wife  men,  however  at  firll  introdu¬ 
ced  by  politicians  and  enthuHalls* 

If  I  remember  right,  1  think  I  have  told  yon  iff  fame* for* 
incr  letter,  that  at  Belgrade  we  lodged  with  a  gfeat  and  rich 
Effendi,  a  man  of  wit  and  learning,  and  of.  Jt  very  agreeable 

humonr. 
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buniour.  \Ve  were  in  his  boufe  about  a  months  and  he  did 
con(lan(ly  eat  with  us,  drinking  wine  without  any  fcruple. 
As  I  rallied  him  a  lie  lie  on  this  lubjecl,  he  anfvrered  me 
finiling,  that  all  the  creatures  in  the  world  were  made  for  the 
pleafnre  of  man  ;  and  that  God  would  not  have  let  the  vine 
grow,  were  it  :i  lin  to  ta(le  of  its  juice :  but  that,  neverthclefs, 
the  law,  which  forbids  the  ufe  of  it  to  the  vulgar,  was  very 
wife,  becaufe  fuch  fort  of  folks  have  not  fenfe  enough  to  take 
it.wiili  moderation.  Thi^  Effendi  appeared  no  Itranger  to 
the  parlies  that  prevail  among  us  ;  nay,  he  feemei  to  havc 
l(>me  knowledge  of  our  religious  difputes,  and  even  of  our 
writers  ;  and  I  was  furprized  to  hear  him  alk,  among  other 
things,  Hoiv  Mr  Tolaml  did  ? 

:  iVly  paper,  large  as  it  is,  draws  toNvards  an  end.  That  I 
may  not  go  beyond  its  limits,  I  muft  leap  from  religions  to  tu¬ 
lips,  coixcerning  which  you  alfo  alk  me  news.  Their  mixture 
produces  furpriGng  effecls.  But  what  is  to  be  obferved  more 
iurpriling,  is,  the  cxpeiiments  of  which  you  fpeak  concerning 
animals,  and  Nvhich  is  tried  here  every  day.  The  fuburbs  of 
l^era,  Jopbana,  and  Galata,  are  collections  of  flrangers  from 
all  countries  of  the  univcrlc.  They  have  fo  often  intermar¬ 
ried,  that  this  forms  feveral  races  of  people,  the  oddefl  ima¬ 
ginable.  There  is  not  one  fingle  family  of  natives  that  can 
value  itfelf  on  being  unmiiced.  You  frequently  fee  a  perfbn, 
.whofe  father  W'as  born  a  Grecian,  the  mother  an  Italian,  tl^  ’ 
grandfather  a  Frcnchtnan,  the  grandmother  an  Ar|neuiaO| 
and  iheir  anceflors  Knglilh,  JVlufeovites,  Afiatics, 

This  mixture  produces  creatures  more  extraordinary  than 
you  can  imagine  :  Nor  could  I  ever  doubt,  but  there  were  fc- 
vcral  diflerent  fpecies  of  men  ;  lince  the  \Vhitcs,  the  woolly 
ami  the  long-liairM  Blacks,  the  liuall-cyjed  Tartars  and  Chi- 
nele,  the  beardlefs  Brafilians,  and  (to  name  no  mofc)  the  oily* 
fkiniiM  yellow  Nova-Zcm!)lians,  have  as  fpecific  differences 
under  the  lame  general  kind,  as  grey-hounds,  mafliffs,  fpaniels, 
hull. dogs,  or  the  race  of  my  litilc  Diana,  if  no  body,  is  offend¬ 
ed  at  the  coiuparifon.  Now,  as  the  various  intermixing 
tbefe  latter  animals  caiifes  miingrels,  fo  mankind  baye  thev 
mungrcls  too,  di\ided  and  fiib-dividcd  into  endlefs  forts.  We 
have  daily  inoofs  of  it  here,  as  I  told  you  before.  In  the 
Tame  animal  is  not  fcldoni  remarked  the  Greek  perfidioufnef^ 
the  Italian  diHidcnie,  the  Spanilh  arrogance,  the  French  lof. 
qnacity,  and,  all  of  a  fndden,  he  is  feized  with  a  lit  of  Eng- 
litli  thonghtfnlnels,  !)ordcring  a  little  upon  dulnefs,  which  nia- 
uy  of  us  have  inherited  from  the  lliipidity  of  our  Saxon  pro¬ 
genitors.  , 

But  ihe  iamily  which  charms  me  mpft,  is  that  which  ptn* 

ccedf 
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ccetls  from  the  faiitndical  conjuindion  of  a  Dutch  male  with  a* 
(jicek  female.  As  thefe  arc  natures  oppofite  in  extremes,  it 
is  a  pleafure  to  obferve,  how  the  different  atoms  are  perpetual* 
ly  jarring  together  in  the  children,  even  fo  as  to  produce  ef- 
iWis  vifh)le  in  their  external  form.  •  They  have  ihe  large 
l.lack  e)es  of  the  country,  with  the  fat,  white,  fifhy  flefli  of 
Holland,  and  a  lively  air  (Ireaked  with  dulnefs.  At'one  and 
tlie  fame  lime,  they  (hew  that  love  of  expenfivenefs,  (b  uni- 
vrrfal  among  the  Greeks,  and  an  inclination  to  the  Dutch  fru- 
oality.  To  give  an  example  of  this,  young  women  ruin  them- 
Vtlvcs  to  purchafe  jewels  for  adorning  their  heads,  while  they 
have  not  the  heart  to  buy  new  (hoes,  or  .rather  flippers, , for 
iheir  feet,  which  are  commonly  in  a  tattered  condition  ;  a 
tiling  fo  contrary  to  the  tafte  of  our  EngliHi  women,  that  it  is 
lorlhewing  how  neatly  their  feet  are^dreffed,  and  for  (hewing 
tills  only,  they  are  fo  paflionately  enamoured  with  their  hoop* 
peulcoais.  I  have  abundance  of  other  fingularities  to  commu* 
nit  ate  to  you,  but  I  am  at  the  end  of  both  my  French,  and 
my  paper. 

An  hinnoroiLS  account  of  the  prevailing  pajflon  for  bathing  in 
the  fca  indiferiminately  for  all  difeafes, 

'^5'^  HAT  there  are  many  diforders  peculiar  to  the  prefent 
I  age,  which  were  entirely  unknown  to  our  forefathers, 
'vill,  1  believe,  be  agreed  by  all  phyficians,  efpecially  as  they 
lind  an  increafe  of  their  fees  from  them.  For  inflance,  in  the 
language  of  the  advertifement,  never  were  nervous  di (orders 
more  frequent we  can  hardly  meet  with  a  lady,  who  is  not 
nervous  to  the  laft  degree,  though  our  mothers  and  grandmo* 
tilers  I’carce  ever  heard  of  the  word  nerves;  the  gentlemen 
loo  arc  alfedted  in  the  fame  manner;  and,  even  in  the  country, 
tills  diforder  has  fpread  like  the  finall-pox,  and  infci^ed  whole 
'ilhges.  I  have  known  a  farmer  lofs  off  a  glafs  of  brandy  in  a 
inoniing,  to  prevent  his  hand  fhaking,  while  his  wife  has  been 
obliged  to  have  recourfe  to  the  fame  cordial  with  her  tea,  bc- 
taufe  it  otherwife  would  make  her  low-fpiritcd.  But  there  is 
an  epidemical  diforder,  that  was  formerly  quite  unknown,  and 
oven  now  wants  a  name,  which  feizes  whole  families  here  in 
town  at  this  feafon  of  the  year.  As  1  cannot  defihe’  it,  I  flialL 
not  pretend  to  deferibe  or  account  for  it :  but  one  would  ima¬ 
gine  that  the  people  were  all  bit  by  mad  dog,  as  the  fattie 
remedy  is  thought  neceffary.  In  a  word,  of  whatever  nature 
the  complaint  may  be,  it  is  imagined  that  nothing  will  remove 
ib  but  fpending  the  fummer  months  in  fonie  dirty.  (ifhing*towii

againft  the  Other.  Thefe  preparations  were  undoubtedly  for 
a  jourucy;  and  when  I  came  in,  I  found  the  family  were 
e()uipped  accordingly.

fpirits  fo  inilch  good  as  bathing  in  the  fea.", 
f.iid  the  old  gentleman,  why  then  could  not  you  bav*  taken 
lodgings  at  Gravefend,  whore  I  might  have  eafily  come  in  the 
evening,  and  gone  back  time  enough  for  'Change  in  thg  mom* 
ing?"  The  good  lady  told  him  that  he  had  no  taftc, jthat, 
people  of  the  bed  fadiion  went  to  Brighthelmdoiie,  aod. 
it  was  high  time  their  girl  Hiould  fee  a  little  of  the.  world, 
'fo  this  Mifs  affcntedj.by  declaring,  that  indeed  ibe  bad  been

board ing-fc bool.  Both  the  female;s  then  afkjed  me  bundled 
quedions,  fuch  as,  whether  the  fea  looked  greeni  n»d 
iiiuch  bigger  it  was  than  the  Thatnes,-7-till  the  maid 
notice  that  every  thing  was  put  up.  Accordingly  I

Their 
mornings  are  drauled  away  with  perhaps  a  launter  upon 
the  heath,  which  commands  the  delightful*  view,  of  half  a 
dozen  hoys,  and  as  many  hlhing  finaclcs}.  and  if  it  was  not  for 
the  louiige  at  the  coifee-houle,  or  the  bookfeller^Si  they  would 
he  at  a  lofs  ho\v  to  fill  up  the  vacant  hours  till  dinner. 

1  he  evenings  would  hang  no  leA  heavy  on  their  hands, 
hut  for  the  ingenious  contrivance  of  the  aflerobly.rooin where, 
inflead  of  enjoymg  the  cool  temperature  of  the  open  air,  they 
(hoofe  to  fwelter  in  a  croud,  and  be  almod  lunocated  with 
iheir  own  breaths.  Add  to  this  the  refrefliing  fummer  diver- 
lion  of  jigging  it  to  the  deliglitful*mufic  of  country  fcrapcrs,~ 
to  fay  nothing  of  the  calmer  and  lefsTudorific  exercile  of  the 
card-table.  But  what  is  mofl  ridiculous,  is  the  attention  paid 
to  addrefs  in  thefe  public  retirements,  \yherc  a  gentleman  or 
lady  is  expedted  to  appear  as  gay  as  at  court,  or  at  Ranelagh  ; 
confequently,  as  foon  as  you  arrive  at, them,  you  .have  bills 
civilly  thrud  into  your  hands,  acquainting  you  that  there  is 
liich  an  one,  a  milliner,  and  fach  an  one,  a  bair-drefler>  from 
i^uiidon*  A.  B.

Thia  medicine, 
thoi^gh  aided  by  glyilers,  failed  to  move  t)\e  body  as  was  iottoded  t 
but'  the  calomel  ibon  affei^led  the  falival  glands,  and  induced  a 
iwelling  of  the  tauces,  ;uui  a  lalivation  ;  upon  which  the' bdlly^vh 
inflaotly  ceated,  and  returned  no  more.

**  The  kink«cough  is  mod  fatal  to  children  under  one  year.  Some 
ofthefe,  when  greatly  weakened  .by  the  difeife,  become  able  to  ex* 
pedurate  the  phlegm  ;  upon  which  it  accumulates  in  the  bronchia,  and 
fufibcates  the  tender  patient.  In  others,  the  vehement  coughing  fits 
induce  fstal  coavulfioos.  Scarce  any  child  under  two  years  of  age 
hath  Tenle  or  drength  to  fpit  out  the  phlegm  {  they  generally/wallow 
it,  after. which  nature  relieves  them  by  vomiting,  which  ejeds  the 
phlegm.  The  difeafe  rarely  proves  fatal  to  children  above  throe  years 
ot  age,  who  were  healthy  belore  its  onfet.
